Classic Computer Column

This month we look at one of the 
first, and most popular, desktop pub¬ 
lishing programs available for the 
T/S2068, Pixel Print. 

Written by Stan Lemke, Pixel Print 
is a suite of programs that enable you 
to design and print a variety of cus¬ 
tom documents. Signs, labels, cards 
and newsletters can be produced 
with this program. 


For this month’s column, we will 
take a look at Version 3.1 of Pixel 
Print. Other versions have been de¬ 
veloped since, but Version 3.1 is the 
best one to start with. Other up¬ 
grades can be easily procured later. 

Once you load the main program, 
the screen becomes a 32 X 94- char¬ 
acter "column." You can view any 32 
X 22 portion of the column at one 
time. Scrolling up/down the column 
is easy and can be done in as little as 
one pixel row at a time. 


The column can be filled with text 
and/or graphics in any combination. 
Text can either be entered directly 
from the keyboard or imported 
through a conversion utility from 
Tasword Two text files. A later ver¬ 
sion will also convert MSCRIPT files. 

A variety of fonts, borders and 
mastheads are available to give your 
document a professional look. 
Graphics can be placed in a docu¬ 
ment in one of two ways. Standard

Looking Good is a text that is a 
great reference for any design layout 
purpose, be it computerized or tradi¬ 
tional cut- and-paste. The ideas con¬ 
tained in this book are based on 
proven principles and will help any¬ 
one interested in making their 
printed material better looking. 

Roger Parker is the owner and 
president of an advertising and mar¬ 
keting firm in Dover, NH. Several 
major companies, including Apple 
Computer, use his services. He l ^s 
taken his years of experience and 
search to provide a first-class te v 
design and layout. 

Looking Good is easy to read ai* 
understand. Parker provides mam 
examples throughout, including a 
computer chapter on ’’makeovers." 

Also included are detailed expla¬ 
nations on specific types of output, 
such as ads, brochures, newsletters, 
manuals and more. 
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The Makeover Book is an exten¬ 
sion of his makeover concept. It con¬ 
tains over 100 before/after examples 
of what can be done by following 
proven design concepts. 

With these two books, Roger Par¬ 
ker has taken a complicated subject 
and broken it down into simple con¬ 
cepts that are easy to understand. 
Looking Good and Makeover are 
two books that are a must for any 
person wanting to delve into desktop 
publishing.
